FARMS OF STEEL TANKS 
HOLD SUPPLY OF OIL 


Tons of steel are used in con­ 
structing field and pipe line tanks 
for oil each year. On March 31, 
1923, 258,000,000 barrels of crude 
oil were held in storage, represent­ 
ing the estimated expenditure of 
$500,000,000 for the oil. 
If all this oil were in tanks 
of 
55,000 
barrel 
capacity, 
it 
would 
take 4,691 of such tanks or 938,- 
200 tons or steel, and if combined 
in one farm, each tank surrounded 
by the usual levee, the tanks would 
cover an area 160 miles square. It 
would take an automobile traveling 
at 20 miles an hour nearly a day 
and a half to circle this tank farm. 
Oil in storage is subject to evap­ 
oration losses, fire hazards and an 
extra transportation charge, inter­ 
est charges and market risks, but 
it is necessary to store oil so that 
it can be available as an assured 
supply to meet current needs.

Just as a capsule prevents one from judging of the medi­ 
cine he is taking, so skilfully prepared propaganda buried 
under the guise of news is often swallowed by the public. No 
one is the wiser at the time but later when the effect is ob­ 
served the real nature of the stuff becomes apparent. In re­ 
cent years the profession of press agent has been developed 
and the smoother the agent the greater the effect of the 
propaganda* A very innocent looking story may contain a 
whole ton of dynamite which will blow things to atoms when 
no one suspects that any danger lurks in its wake. 
A case in point is the sensational stories of heart-break­ 
ing incidents in reference to the working of the present immi­ 
grant laws. A good many of them are pronounced false or 
else greatly exaggerated, but the public has little opportunity 
to find this out. The w’hole string of stories is cooked up by 
interests opposed to the immigration laws, some of which are 
anxious to bring in a supply of cheap labor. 
Another case is the constant fight on the liquor laws. 
The country is covered with stories about the failure of the 
laws, a great deal of ridicule is used and the whole subject 
made as obnoxious as possible. 
Of course these are just two instances. Not a day passes 
that does not bring to the desk of the editor of every news­ 
paper great and small a whole pile of such stuff. Sometimes 
an editor is fooled into running some of the “free copy” so 
obligingly furnished, but as a general rule the editors have 
learned a lot and the press agents are not having as easy sail­ 
ing as formerly. It has reached the point where the test of 
success with these gentlemen is the ability to put one over 
the editors. A few will always fall for the game, but the 
great majority are becoming so foxy that the press agent 
must be a smooth article to get aw’ay with much.
